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F it were Lawfu! to Commute for Fattion and Se- 
dition, or to take advantage of the Popery of the

* So very abfurd and prepofteroys are the Whigs in 
Timing of their Condu@, and fo averfe to true Li- 


berty, or fo wretchedly miftaken in their Notions about 
it, that they are known to have Carefs'd the preateft 
Tyrants, and to Behave moft Infolently towards the Be? 
and Gentlef? Princes : But whether the Reflection bears 
hardeft upon their Paflions, or their Principles, 1 am 
not able to Determine. 

Confidering this firange Inconfifency, wh'ch muft 
unavoidably occafion many a black Stroke in the Com- 
piling of their True Hiffory, and ferve to Account for 
many Fass and furprizing Incidents, which are not 
taken notice of at prefent, becaufe all Sorts of Monfters 
and Wonders ceafe to be fo, by growing Common and 
Numerous: it will be nagural for us to enquire, what 
other Reafons and Views they go upon. If they either 
Mifiake or Defert their own Intereft, may they not 
poflibly be Bigotted to the Intereft of a few Leaders 
who Petray every thing but Themfelves? This fhould 
feem to be their Aim, by their being (5 fond of Memes : 
and to fuch a Degree, that they really look upon every 
Cizil Lift as a Muftcr-roll of Fnemues, unlefs it be of 
their own making, and filling up. It is very certain 
thar in all Ages and Nations, the true Patriot and lo 
ver of his Country, whenever that Country trown'd 
upon him, wouldaffecst Retirement, and avoid as much 
as poflible being mace the Idol of the Mb, being fet 
at the Head of Crowds and popular Commotions, and 
never aim’d at introducing himfelf by Clamour and 
Mutiny. The contrary Behaviour was fufficient Proof 
of an ambitious defigming Spirit, even where there was 
no other vifible defect in a Statefinan’s Charaé¢ter. Be- 
fides, whatever they may think of their prefear Con- 
duét, their Zeal deferves but little Thanks from thofe 
for whofe Ufe it was intended; and who, if they én- 
courage and provoke it to further Excefles, will not 
fail to confirm us in our Opinion of their weaknefs 
and inabiliites for Government. The }Vbigs cannot ufe 
the Old Miniffry worle, than by loving them yer more 
than they do: For were they really as fice from all 
Faults, as the Nation is full of Demonftrations to the 
Contrary, yet no civiliz d State will permit a Faction to 
chufe Mmiffers for the Publick ; and the bare Heading 
of a FaéTion is an Objection thar overweighs ten thau- 
fand Virtues. Merit _muft never be Clamorous, nor 
force its way into a Government ; or make a Demand 
for Employment, which ought always to go by Fuvour. 
Too popular a Character was ever dangerous to the 
Perfon whe bore it, and to the Country where it matte 
a Noife ; efpecially where any of the Misitary Virtwes 
are the principal Ingredients in the Compofition : And 
of all Nations the moft Jealous on thefe occafions, are 
thofe, that have the guickeft Senfe, and moft refin'd 
Notions of Liberty. My Readers will fee, that 1 am 
content to bear a Pare if the Farce of the Whigs; to 
look rave at their Banrer ; and to humour their reign- 
ing Faculty, by fuppofing the grofleft Falfhoods to be 
True, and taking it for granted, that they really haye 
Heroes among them: But making the moft of thei 
Condu& is ftill expofing it ; and their Caufe, even a 
the beft, is however Sed? enough for Men of ‘their ‘ 
traordinary Principles to engage in. ma

Pp ; y laying in Prepararious for an 
Afier-game, aid keep themfelves in a Readinet again 
the Demife of the Crown. Only Time muft try the Va- 
lidity of rhefe Hopes and Meafures. As I am very f 
thac they do nt Threaten and Bully us in the + 'é 
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the Succeffor, by Her Permiffion; fo I dare affirm, it is 
neither for Her Intereft, Honour or Service, nor for 
their own. The beft way to fecure any Succeffion, is to 
adhere to the Law and Con/riution, of which that is 


| a Part; and to the Church, on whofe Account it was 


chiefly made: Not to pufh Things fo fir, as if they 
really intended to anticipate it by an U'/arpation. As 
6n the one Hand they ought to promote an entire 
Friendfhip between the Succeffor and the Perfon in Pof- 
feffion; fo on the other, they ought to be diligent in 
calming Men’s Minds, in ecafing the Mfinijrry, and heal- 
ing all our Divifions and Animofities, rhat there may 
be no attempt of Violence to alienate the Crown, and 
no uneafinefs in a rich, happy, and potent Prince, to 
accept it. If they look upon the Swcce/fion as a Revo- 
tuston, they certainly mean another Form of Government, 
and not another Queen: And I hope they will be thus 
far difappointed, as to fuffer Heaven to defer thar Af 
fair to a (yifis, when we are better prepar’d for it; 
and thar it will be attended with none of thofe Dif- 
orders, which are the Harveft of their Ambition. If 
they raife Clamours, and make a Buftle, as they did at 
the Revolution, only to give themfelves the Air of be- 
ing Confiderable, and to befpeak the Notice of a 
Prince, who perhaps may not know them; let them 
enfure againft the ill Confequences of keeping up our 
Divifions, ‘till chat Junéture happens. They may de- 
pend on it, that thofe, who do know them, will, for 
very honeft Reafons, take care that no other Prince 
{hall ever know them by fatal Experience. If they 
confider the Sxceceffion as utter Rain to the Tories, the 
Mapority of their Fellow Subjefis ; what an advantage- 
ous Argument do they thereby put into the Mouths of 
the Fzcobires ? Who will not fail to urge the fame Cafe 
ot Neceffity, and Dottrine of Self-Prefervation againft a 
Suceeffor, which was once fo vigoroufly advanced againft 
a Monarch in Pojfeffion. 

I do not pretend to cure the Whigs of their immode- 
rate Love of Changes and Turns in Government : But 
{ would at leaft perfuade them, not to haften a Change, 
till they find it is like to prove for the better. Should 
the Demufe of the Crown happen, before they are Re- 


form'd ; and 1 had almoft with’d, it would never hap- 


en till then ; their prefent Setr of Principles would 

rdly ferve to recommend them to their new Governor, 
During that fhort interval, when they could afford to 
be commonly Civil to the Court of Hanover, they 
might te take a flender Acquaintance with the 
Maxims and Temper of that Mluffrious Family ; but 
furely they will nor offer to fay, that they hope to fuc- 
ceed in the good Graces of any one Prince now refide- 
ing there, by the Merit of their prefent Condué and 
Pichirdionr. Since they have had the Confidence to 
Report the Throne to be Vacant, they will at leaft give 
me leave to fuppofe it fill’d with the Princefs Sophia. 
Iniagine then that thefe People continu'd to A& as we 
every Day fee them; and what Title could they pof- 
fibly plead to that Excellent Princes's Favour ? Would 
they, becaufe fhe is fo much Older than Her Maefty, 
entertain Her with Funeral Ceremonies, with Emblems 
of Death, and the near Profpe& of Her Mortality? 
Would they be perpetually enquiring into Her Years, 
teaze Her with the Uncertainty ot Her Health, and 
Weaknefs of Her Title, and require more than Com- 
ion Security for the Succeffion to Her Crown? Such 
Congratulatory Forms would found but oddly to a 
PrincefS, who had liv'd mary Years among Dutiful and 
Obedient Subjects. What ftrange Ideas muft She have 
of Britifh Loyalty, where to direct Her in the Choice 
of ‘Her Servants, to mifreprefent Her Character and 
Proceedings to Foreigners, to Infulr Her with the po- 
pular Aggrandizement of / fer owt ungrateful Favou- 
fires, to ftrip Aer of rhe afliftance of Aer wifeft and 
suoft faithful Friends and Counfellors, by Calumny 
tind falfe Accufations, and to Poyfon the Minds of 
Pher Subjets with Fears and Jealoufy, and alienate their 
Hearts and Affections, muft be mifcall’d ferving the 
Publick, and pafs_under the Notion of Zeal for Her 
Honour.and Safety? Sowing Difcord and Diflention,
